RECOMMENDATIONS OF STATE EVALUATION COMMITTEE 


*6803. Sardar Rajinder Singh : Will the Minister for Community 
Development be pleased to state with reference to the reply to starred ques- 
tion No. 6361 printed inthe listof question for 14th November, 1960, 
whether any final decisions on the recommendations of the Evaluation Com- 
mittee on Community Development Blocks have since been taken; if so, the 
details thereof ? 


Chaudhri Dalbir Singh (Deputy Minister): A statement on action 
taken on the observations/recommendations made by the State Evaluation 
Committee on Community Development in their Report is laid on the 
Table. 


Report on the action taken on recommendations made by the State Evaluation Committee 
inits Report on the working ofthe Community Development Prograninie in Punjab. 


हु References in this report are to the Chapters and paragraphs of the State Evaluation 
Committee’s Report. 
CHAPTER I--IMPACT. OF THE COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMME IN PUNJAB. 


Para2. Itiscorrect that the weaker sections of the community have not benefited 
from the C.D. Programme to the desired extent. This is an all-India problem. The 
Government of India have appointed a study group on the welfare of these sections of 
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[Deputy Minister] 

the villagecommunity. The problem will be studied by the group comprehensively and 
their recommendations will receive prompt and close atiention of the State Government. 
Meanwhile, the Co-operative Department has evolved a pattern of financial assistance 
to help Co-operative Farming Societies ofthe marginal culiivators and the landless ; the 
C.D. Organisation gives special concessions to the Scheduled Castes and Backward 
Classes in respect oflocal development and amenities schemes ; the Industries Depariment 
has decided to spend 50 percent of the III Pian provision—which is about Rs 5.5 crores, 
for the development of industries in rural areas. It is proposed to establish 72 rural 
industrial estates, set-up several mode] villages with industries, train village artisans etc., 
during the Third Plan period. The department is fully aware of the defects pointed out 
and steps have been or are being taken to remove procedural bottlenecks and to strengthen 
the organisation so asto producesatisfactory results. TheKhadiand Village Industries 
Board is increasingly giving preference to rural artisans by restrictirg its financial aid to 
their Co-operative Societies, while the Directorate of Scheduled Castes and Backward 
Classes has been given substantia! funds foramelioration oftheconditions of these weaker 
sections of the community. The problem is a difficult one and not peculiar to this 
State alone. Everyeffort willbe madetotackleit. Witha view toevolve ways and means 
to deal with the problem of unemployment and under-employment in rural areas, pilot 
projects are being started throughout thecountry. Our State has been allocated twosuch 
projects in the current year and these have been started in Naraingarh (Ambala District) 
and Amb (Hoshiarpur District) blocks. 


Para 3. Community Development, Agriculture and Co-operative Departments, 
have taken necessary steps to rectify the defects pointed out by the Committee. The 
distribution of fertilisers has been entrusted to Service Co-operatives, who are also pro- 
gressively taking cver the distributicn cf improved seeds, insecticides and agricultural 
implements. At the sametime, the depariments concerned have taken steps to ensure 
that supplies aretimely, adequate and of good quality. Partioular mention may be made 
oftheschemeto manufacture improvedimplementsa. Total requirements of each district 
and the number of fabricatcrs required for eash district have been assessed and under 
the scheme, the requisite number of fabricatcrs will be appointed for each district, 
there will be quality contro] and two government workshops—one at Ludhiana and 
the other at Nilokheri, to supplement producticn in the private sector. 


Para 4.—To ensure that 70 to 80 per cent of the time of the V.L.Ws. is spent on 
agricultural development, a suitable job-chart has been laid down for this functionary. 
Agriculture Department has issued comprehensive instructions regarcing the number 
and specifications of the demonstration plets for each V.L.W. Norms have been laid 
down to judge the success of the Blocks. Basically, these norms relate to increase re- 
gistered in agricultural production. The entire concept of the C.D. Programme has 
undergone a change. Amenities and facilities are now of secondary importance. 
Preparation of village agricultural plans and their implementation are regarded as of . 
primary importance. Thus the comments of the Evaluation Committee have been lat- 
gely met. 


Para 5.—There has undoubtedly been lack of inter-departmental co-ordination. 
To bring about the necessary co-ordination between the State Electricity Board and local 
authorities, Government has constituted sub-committees of the District Development 
and Pianning Committee to deal with this and allied problems concerning the supply of 
electricity to rural areas. . 


As regards social education programmes, itis true that success to the desired extent 


has not been achieved. These programmes will, in Panchayati Raj, be the responsibility 
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of Panchayats and Panchayat Samitis, andit isto be hoped that these authorities will 
tackle the problems of social education more vigorously and effectively and ensure that 
com munity raido sets are properly used and do not adorn the houses of sarpanches. 


Para 6.—Government is fully alive to the problem of making the fullest use of block 
funds and all that is possible is being done to ensure that physical targets are achieved. 
With the introduction of PanchayatiRajat village, block and district levels, the respone 
sibility for the achievement of targets will fall upon panchayats, panchayat samitis and 
2118 parishads, and it is hoped that these authorities will take vigorous action in the 
matter, The administrative mechirery at State Headquartes will be reorganised to 
make this possible, |

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STARRED QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS (8)7 
CHAPTER [I.—PEOPLE's PARTICIPATION 


Para 1.—So far as the peopie's participation ir the Community Development 
Programme is concened this State occupies the first position in tho country. The 
coniributions made by the people by way of cash, kind or lebour in local development 
and amenity programmes, the increasing activities of Co-operatives, Panchayats, Gram 
Sahayaks, Yuvak Mandais and the extent to which peopie in this State have adopted 
scientific practices of agriculture and other progressive idcas clearly indicate active public 
participation inthe programme. With the intrcduction of Farcheyati Rajat the three 
levels of the village, the block and the district, public participation is expected to increase 
and become a dynamic and integral factor in the development of rural areas. | 


Para 2.—No comments. 


Paras 3 and 4.—Thereis no doubt that villagers have generally come forward with 
enthusiasm and vigour, whenever calied upon and properly organised, to contribute, 
in terms of cash and labour, to local development works. With tlie introduction of 
Panchayati Rai, the initiative will be in the hands of the people's elected representatives 
and officials wiilno longer bein a position te discourage suchinitiative. Ever at present, 
schemes have to be drawn up with the approval of Block Development Committees, 
and if the non-official members of these Committees take sufficient interest, there is no 
reason why people's initiative should not find adequate score in the ,ealisation of feit 
needs. | 


Para 5.—People's representatives are associated at the levels cf the Block, District 
and State even today, through Block Development Committees, District Development 
and Planning Committees and the State Informal Consultative Committees, but, unfor- 


tunately, such representatives have not evinced the necessary interest. It is not true 


to say that the Community Development Organisation has failed to get the people out 
of their slavish attitude. However, with the introduction of Panchayati Raj, initiative 
will pass entirely to the people and their elected representatives, and the official will be 
merely an agent to execute the policies and programmes approved by panchayats, pan- 
chayat samitis and Zila parishads. 


CHAPTER III—ADMINISTRATIVE AND FIELD SUPERVISION 


The criticism and recommendations made in this chapter relate to touring and 
inspections by various technical and administrative officers concerned with Commuminty 
Development Programmes. While appreciating the recommendations made, it must 
be pointed out that they cannot be implemented in toto for two reasons viz., (a) some 
of them while theoretically desirable are not feasible ; and (b) all standing instructions 
on the subject are being radically altered in the context of Panchayati Raj under which 
a great deal of this responsibility will fall upon the Zila Parishad, Panchayat Samiti and 
Panchayat at the levels of the district, block and village, respectively. As Panchayati 
Raj at these levels is to be introduced in the near future, it has been decided no follow 
current instructions on the subject under which— 


(1) Deputy Commissioner has to visit two blocks per month and inspect every 
block in his district at least once a year ; 


(2) the District Development and Panchayat Officer must inspect every block 
at least twice a year; and 


(3) Heads of Development Departments are required to visit at least two blocks 
each month ; etc., etc. 


These instructions are being suitably amended in the context of Panchayati Raj, 
to ensure not only proper inspection at all levels but also constructive guidance and help 
to Panchayats, Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads in the discharge of फिला 
onerous responsibilities. 

CHAPTER IV—SELECTION AND TRAINING OF PERSONNEL 


Para 1.—The view expressed in this paragraph are fully shared by Government. 


Paras 2 and 7.—Every effort is made to select dedicated and sincere workers, at all 
levels, for the programme ; unfortunately, it is not easy to find so many of them. The 
present Head of this Organisation is Government's most senior cfficer and it has been 
decided to keep him at this post till March/April, 1964. He has the qualities to which 
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the Committee has referred. As regards his deputies at headquarters, it is not true to 
Say that they are selected merely on the basis of seniority. Recently, Government has 
selected an officer for the post of Development Commissioner for Hill Areas not merely 
on seniority. 


As regards Block Development Officers, they are recruited as follows— 
(a) Directly through Public Service Commission 55% 


(b) By promotion of those already in 
service. 30% 
(c) By selection of deserving Political Sufferers and Social Workers 15% 


The criteria suggested bythe Committee are kept in view while making 
these selections. 


In the selection of Extension Officers, Social Education Officers and Village Level 
Workers also, the considerations stressed by the Committee are kept in view, but here 
again, it is not easy to find a high percentage of sincere and dedicated persons. 


It may also be mentioned that action to weed out bad officials is being taken. The 
records of all Block Development and Panchayat Officers, have been carefully examined 
and Block Development and Panchayat Officers placed in three categories, viz ‘— 


Category I.—Block Development and Panchayat Officers with good records. 
Category II.—Block Development and Panchayat Officers whose work has to be 
carefully watched and who should be advised/warned to improve. 


Category III.—Block Development and Panchayat Officers whose services are to 
be terminated because of consistently bad work and reports. 


Similar action is being taken in respect of other categories of Block officials and 
Villge Level Workers. It must, however, be appreciated that action to weed out bad 
workers has to be co-ordinated with the recruitment and training of new personnel to fill 
resultant vacancies. 


Paras 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13.—It is true that a man trained as an administrator ` 
is not necessarily fit for all jobs ; he also requires training and experience and must be a 
dedicated and sincere worker if he is to be good in Community Development Work. 
An elaborate training programme in three phases, for all categories of officials and non- 
officials who will be concerned with Panchayati Raj, is to be undertaken in the near future. 


Steps have also been taken to ensure that all seats allotted by the Government of 
India to this State Government for orientation and other training courses run by them 
are fully utilised. For the training course at the Mussoorie Institute, a full year’s 
programme of deputation is framed in advance. Similarly the various categories of 
the Block staff are deputed for training according to a phased programme drawn up 
well in advance, with the result that, with a few exceptions, all the staff working in the 
Blocks in the State are trained personnel. Inthe Community Development Programme, 
emphasis has been laid from the beginning on training of workers. The Block Develop- 
ment Officers, the Extension Officers, the Village Level Workers all are given orientation 
and job training, either before their appointment or soon after. In-service training 
by way of refresher and other courses is also imparted to them, keeping in view the aims 
of training set out by the Committee in para 13 of this chapter. Unfortunately, it is not 
always possible to have so many officers out on training courses without seriously 
denuding blocks of essential staff. Steps are being taken to create training reserves but 
in view of the pace at which the work has to spread, there is a limit, imposed by financial 
considerations, to this remedy. In the circumstances, the best training ground for 
Community Development personnel is the field itself, where, as rightly pointed out by 
the Committee, guidance from supervisory officers should make a positive contribution. 
Officers from head-quarters do visit blocks for this purpose and arrangements are 
being made to ensure that this contribution is effective and adeauate. 


Para 14.—1t is constantly the endevour of Government to post the best available 
persons as Principals and Instructors of the Training Centres at Nabha, Batala and Sirsa. 
Positive action has been taken to improve the working of these Centres and itis expected 
that these Centres will give a better account of themselves in future. 


> 
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As Instructors in the various fields are drawn from their respective departments, 
they are paid salaries in the grade and scale of pay of those departments. However 
in order to make the posts attractive, a compensatory allowance of Rs 25 per month 
has been sanctioned for all non-gazetted personnel working in these training centres 
and they are given rent-free accommodation or house-rent in lieu thereof 


_ From the above, it will be seen that the recommendations of the Committee in regard 
to selection and training of personnel have been substantially met. 


CHAPTER V —INTER-DEPARTMENTAI. CO-ORDINATION 


Paras 1 and 2.—As rightly observed by the Committee, the greatest problem today 
is to ensure a change in the outlook of Departmental ofticers, so that they may shake 
off their aloofness and departmental approach, which was the main obiective of the 
Community Development Programme. Adequate instructions on the subject have been 


issued and steps taken to ensur2 their compliance. Serious notice is taken of any 
instance of non-compliance. 


Paras 3 and 4.—No comments 


Para 5.— There are undoubtedly black sheep and misfits in every organisation but 
by and large, there is better inter-departmental co-ordination than previously, though 
it may not be to the extent desirable 


Para 6.—The steps taken by Government to ensure inter-departmental co-ordination 
and compliance with standing instructions may be briefly given : — 


1) The Organisation has been placed under the Financial Commissioner (Develop- 


ment) and the present incumbent (Shri Fletcher) is Government's most 
senior officer 


(2) The Financial Commissioner (Development) is the Chairman of the State 
Development Board. The Secretaries and Heads of all Development and 
allied Departments are members of this Board. It mests regularly and, 


inter alia, deals, with all matters pertaining to inter-departmental co- 
ordination. 


(3) Financial Commissioner (Development) is also the Chairman of the State 
Level Working Group on Agricultural Production and in this capacity 
and through this Group co-ordinates and integrates the activities of the 
following departments, which are specially concerned with stepping up 
Agricultural Production— 


(i) Community Development and Panchayats ; 
Gi) Agriculture ; and 
(iii) Co-operatives. 


(4) Financial Commissioner (Development) is now the final official reporting 
authority on the work of Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners. 
This ensures that these officers take adequate interest in Development 
work. 


(S) Financial Commissioner (Development) is also incharge of District and 
Divisional Establishment and Chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Re-organisation of District and Tahsil Administration. In this capacity 
he ensures that tahsil, district and divisional administration is geared to 
tackle effectively the problems of Rural Development. 


(6) The Deputy Commissioners have been empowered to report on all district- 
leve! officers not only in respect of their integrity and public relations but 
on co-ordination with other development departments 


(7) The Deputy Commissioners have been authorised to ensure that district- 
level officers tour block areas in accordance with the Government ins- 
tructions. 


(8) Instructions have been issued to ensure that district-level officers regularly 
attend meetings of Development and Planning Committees at district and 
block levels. 
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(9) The Deputy Commissioners have been asked to report on  B.D.P.Os. ia 
consultation, in writing, with various district-level officers concerned, 
in order to give greater control to the district-level officers of the Agriculture 
and Co-operation and other Development Departments over the B.D.P.Os. 


(10) The duality of control over block-level extension officers has been removed ; 
they are now under the administrative control of their B.D.P.Os, and 
under the technical contro! of their district-level officers. They have te 
submit their tour programmes, tour diaries and leave applications to the 
B.D.PO.s, who also initiate their confidential reports. All correspondence 
between the Extension Officers and District- level Officers has been 

channelised through the B.D.P.Os. | 


(11) Apart from the State Development Board, which meets every month under 
the Chairmanship of the Financial Commissioner, Development, a quar- 
terly review of the progress of development work in the blocks is held by 
the Financial Commissioner, Development, in a meeting with the Heads of 

. all development departments. As a result, the block has been recognised 
in actual fact by all departments as a unit for planning and development 
: | and the block staff is regarded by them as their field agency.. 


It may be mentioned that with the introduction of Panchayati Raj at the three 
levels of the village,.the block and district, the mechanics of inter-departmental co- 
ordination will altér tadically and suitable instructions on the subject are being drafted, 


* Paral. (i) It is not considered necessary or feasible to designate Heads of Develop- 
ment Departments as Deputy Development Commissioners. Neither is it necessary for 
the Financial Commissioner, Development, to write their confidehtiál reports as, should 
he find the work of any Departmental Head unsatisfactory, he is in a position to take 
necessary action at Government level. There is, however, a proposal to make the . 
Financial Commissioner, Development, Principal Secretary of the Departments of Agri- 
culture, Co-orperatives, Animal Husbandry and Minor Irrigation in addition to Com- 
munity Development and Panchayats. This proposal is under consideration. 


(ii) This suggestion is not feasible. However, the Financial Commissioner, 
Development, can call such meetings should they be necessary in any particular case. 


(iii) This is being done. With the introduction of Panchayati Raj, the responsi- 
bility for the District Development Plan wili be that of the Zila Parishad and of the 
Block Development Plan that of the Panchayat Samiti. This responsibility will extend 
to both formulation and implementation. | 


District officers will be required under thelaw to assist and guide both Zila Parishads 
and Panchayat Samitis in their work. Suitable instructions on the subject will be issued 
to all officers and it will be the responsibility of the Deputy Commissioner primarily 


to ensure compliance with these instructions. 


(iv) The recommendation cannot be wholly implemented. There is no need for the 
Irrigation, P. W.D. (B. and R.), Electricity and Forest Departments to provide an Extension 
Officer in each Block. Under the all-India pattern, Extension Officers at the block-level 
are to be provided by the Agriculture, Animal Husbandry, Co-operation, Industries, 
Panchayats, Medical and Public Health and Education Departments. Except the Educa- 
tion and Animal Husbandry Departments, Extension Officers at the block-level have 
been provided by ell other departments. The Education Department has accepted in 
principle that the jurisdiction of A.D.Is should be co-terminus with the Blocks and is 
taking steps to implement this principle. The Animal Husbandry Department is, because 
of shortage of qualified personnel, obliged to entrust the duties of the Extension Officer 
on this subject to Veterinary Surgeons in-charge of the local Veterinary 'hospital or dis- 
pensary. These Extension Officers, as stated before, are under the administrative Y 
control of the B.D.P.O. but so far, their T.A. and salaries have not been integrated with — 
S Block budget. This question is being considered as a part of the Panchayati Raj 
cheme. ved. š 


__ Departmental budgets will be broken up Panchayat, Panchayat-Samiti:ard Zila 
Parishad-wise according to the allocation of responsibilities to these three authorities ` 
and it will be for them to administer these funds properly and-to decide who should be 
their Drawing and Disbursing Officers. m 
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CHAPTER VI.—PROMOTIONS AND INCENTIVES 


Patas 1 and 2.—Government does recognise the need to provide incentives to 
better performance in every service and one such incentive is undoubtedly, promotion 
It is not, however, true to say that senior officers of the Development Department have 
ignored this need or that they were concerned only with their own promotions and 


prospects. 


So far as Extension Officers are concerned, they have the avenues of promotion 
open to them in their respective departments. Inthe case of Block Development Officers, 
Social Education Officers and Village Level Workers, no Service Rules have so far. 
been framed. Action to frame them is being taken in the context of Panchayati Raj. 
These services are of comparatively recent creation and it is not sound policy to.encourage 
the desire for promotion before an official has served long enough to establish his claim 
to enter a higher and better paid job, particularly as the Community Development 
Programme calls for sincere and dedicated personnel at all levels 


Para 3.—No artificial barriers exist or have been created to prevent Block Develop- 
ment and Panchayat Officers, Social Education and Panchayat Officers and Village 
Level Workers from competing for appointments in better services. It is not true to say 
that some of the I.C.S./L A.S./P.C.S. officials stand in the way of Block and Village Level 
Officials attaining higher posts, provided they are sufficiently experienced and compe- 
tent. 


Para 4,--There is nothing to prevent 2 deserving official, however low he may be in 
the official ladder, from attaining the highest post in due course, provided he has the 
requisite experience, qualifications and record of service. 


Paras 5, 6 and 7.— Government fully agrees with the views of the Committee that 
opportunity for advancement and the chance io make the best possible use of one's 
capacities should be open to all categories of workers at al! levels. It is true that a few 
Block Development and Panchayat Officers left the Department to better their prospects 
elsewhere, but no case has come to the notice of Government in which a Biock Develop- 
ment Officer went out of the Department or desired to go out to join a post with smaller 
emoluments. In order to provide avenues for promotion for Village Level Workers 
a selection grade is being provided. Though because of the merger of the Community 
Development and Panchayat Departments it has not been possible to promote any 
Village Level Worker as a Social Education cum-Panchayat Officer, Village Level 
Workers with tf quisite qualifications can compete for such posts. Against 124 
per cent of promotion posts, it has been provided that 30 per cent of the future vacancies 
in the posts of Block Development and Panchayat Officers will be filled up by promotion 
of Social Education and Panchayat Officers and other Extension Officers. Besides, 8 
posts of the District Development and Panchayat Officers are being filled up by pro- 
motion from amongst Block Development and Panchayat Officers and District Panchayat 
Officers, and a proposal to absorb a certain percentage of Block Development and 
Panchayat Officers in the cadre of the P.C.S. is also under consideration of the Govern- 
ment. 


Para 8.—The system of awarding certificates of merit to deserving Village Level 
Workers, Extension Officers, Block Development Officers and other officers is a sound 
one 


CHAPTER VII.~-ORGANISATIONAL DEFICIENCIES 


Faras i io 4.—-The success of the Community Development Programme undoubtediy 


, depends on the adequacy of personnel in quantity, quality and training. Frequent 
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transfers are also detrimenta! to the success of the programme. 


It is true there has been shortage in the strength of personnel required in Blocks 
inspite of vigorous and persistent efforts to fill all sanctioned posts. This is an una- 
avoidable phase in a country of expanding economy and increasing development. For 
instance in spite of repeated attempts of the Subordinate Services Selection Board, 
adequate number of qualified accountants have not been found and the Department had 
to authorise the Deputy Commissioners to fill up the vacancies temporarily on an ad- 
hoc basis. To attract medical graduates to service in Primary Health Centres, the posts 
of Medical Officers have been gazetted and their grades upgraded. To remove the 
shortage among Block Overseers, their grade of pay has been brought at par with 
their counterparts of the P.W.D. and they have been made eligible for promotion as 


\ 
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Block Development and Panchayat Officers. Special efforts were made by the Industries 
Department to fill up the vacant posts of the Block Level Extension Officers. Government 
attaches the greatest importance to seeing that vacancies in the Biock Organisation 
do not exist. The position of staff is reviewed every quarter by F.C.D. with th X 
Heads of Departments he State Development Board has issued instructions for pre- i 
lanning staff requirements and taking timely action in this behalf. The Government of MN 
India has made it a rule that additional Biocks wii! be aliotted to the States only if essen- 
tial staff is actually in position in the existing Blocks. Thus pressure is being exercised 
from all sides to provide the full complement of staff in all Blocks. Similarly, instru 
lions have been issued by Government to do away with frequency of transfers and short 
tenures. These shortcomings are now things of ihe past. Ithasalso been decided by ` 


Governmet that the present Financial Commissioner, Development, will hold this post 
till March-April, 1964 


Para 5.—-Although the phased programme in accordance with which the entire State 
will be covered by Blocks by Gctober, 1963, is known, the areas where Elocks are started 
are determined after allocations according to the phased programme have beenconfirmed 
by the Government cf India. The first year of the life of a Block, called the pre- 
extension stage, does not carry any funds except to pay for the cost of the nucleus staff 
provided to conduct surveys, etc. Nor is it advisable to undertake construction of the 
Block buildings before or iimmediateiy after a Block starts working because, more often 
than not, disputes and controversies arise over the demarcation of its boundaries and 
fixation of its headquarters, which take time for settlement. It is therefore, neither possible 
nor desirable to have the Block buildings ready by the time the Blocks are opened 
However, as preplanning is done in respect of the staff, so in regard to the building 
programme also a phased programme has been prepared to provide buildings in all 
Blocks during their first stage. "This is another aspect of planning which is continually 
under review by the State Deveiopment Board. 


Para 6.—instructions prohibiting driving of jeeps by any one other than their drivers 
exist. Deputy Commissioners have been authorised to sanction repairs of jeeps up to 
a cost of Rs 1,006 and to control misuse, decision has been taken to pool all jeeps at the 
District-level so that Block Development and Panchayat Officers, the District Level 
Officers and Inspecting Officers may use these jeeps in the best interests of this work. 


Para 7.—Audio-visual equipment cf the C.D. Organisation is being integrated with _ 
similar units of the Public Relations Department and suitable arrangements are being 
made for their proper use and maintenance 


Para 8.—A thorough enquiry into this matter was instituted and there is some truth 
in what is alleged in this paragraph. Necessary action is being taken. 


Para 9.— Necessary action to remove shortage of stationery articles, forms and regis- 
ters in the Blocks has been taken. It cannot be claimed, however, that the complaint 
no longer exists. The main reason for the shortage of stationery now is the limitation 
of the funds that have been provided in the Block budget on an All-India basis for contin- 
gencies and stationery 


Para 10.—-The number of steps that have been taken to remove redtape and 

fficiency at headquarters are too numerous to be detailed here. It can be claimed 

that the department is functioning reasonably efficiently and cases of sanctions of 
annual increments and the crossing of efficiency bars are attended to promptly 


Para 11. Government has taken a firm policy decision not to shift the incum bents 
of key posts for 3 to 5 years. 


CHAPTER VIII.—DECENTRALISATION AND DELEGATION OF POWERS 
Para 1.—G) Schematic budgets do not come to headquarters for sanction. 


Deputy Commissioners have been authorized to sanction them, subject to the approval de 
of the Bleck Development Committees concerned. 


(1) Financial and administrative powers have been delegated to such an extent 
that schemes in excess of Rs 20,000 alone have to be submitted to Financial Commis- 
sioner, Development, for sanction and such schemes in the block programmes are rare. ME 
Location of the Primary Health Centres does require consultation with District Medical 
Oificer of Health and Director of Health Services and takes some time, but once this 
question is settled, implementation of the scheme is in the hands of the local authorities. 
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Schemes relating to rural arts and crafts are now handled by one. authority, namely, the 
Joint Director (Village Industries) and technical and other sanctions are invariably 
issued expeditiously. There are, however, bottlenecks still to be removed, for which 
necessary action is being taken. 


y | (iii) The Central and State Governments have laid down policies for utilization of 

block funds. These policies ensure maximum flexibility for adoption of schemes to suit 
local conditions. Certain limitations and provisos still remain and would remain unless 
the Centrai and State Governments divest themseives completely of all control over the 
Blocks. Proposals and Schemes which are contrary to Government instructions alone 
are objected to by the Headquarters. But the number of such cases is negligible. 


(iv) The instance given by the Committee has a background. In the Blocks for 
agriculture there is a provision of Rs 30,000 only for a period of 5 years. This amount 
is so small that its expenditure has been restricted by the Government of India to supply 
of improved implemenís to Village Level Workers for demonstrations, laying out of 
demonstration plots, training of progressive and young farmers etc. It cannot be used 
for giving subsidies. These instructions are based on cogent reasons and on the direc- 
tions of the Central Government. Even so, the State Government have been able to 
persuade the Central Government to allow subsidies for fruit and vegetable cuitivation 
in the hilly and sub-montane areas. Otherwise, the schematic budget and other Block 
work has been decentralised to the maximum extent. | 


(v) The point is not valid now. Policies on Community Development have been 
and are evolved in extensive and intensive consultation with public opinion and know- 
ledgeable experts. The Centra! and State Informa! Consultative Committees, the Seminars, 
the Study Camps, the Orientation Courses, the Training Camps, the Block and District 
Level Committees on Development and Planning, not only bring their judgement and 
experience to bear on extant policies, but they also throw up ideas calculated to affect 
significantly programmes and policies in the field of Community Development. There 
is so much flexibility in the Community Development Programme now that schemes 


not suitable to local conditions and requirements can be discarded by the Blocks in 
favour of suitable programmes. 


Para 2.—(i) Flexibility has been provided. Schematic budgets are sanctioned by 
w the Deputy Commissioners. 


(ii) The schematic budget is to be prepared during the pre-extension stage of a Stage 
I Block. It is sanctioned by the Deputy Commissioner, subject to the approval of the 
Block Development Committee. It does not have to come to the State Government. 


(iii) It has been ensured that annual allocations are communicated to the Blocks 
before April, 15. Not only that : Blocks are intimated the tentative figures of allocatio s 
based on the sanction of the Planning Commission and the Planning Department before 
the end of December of the year previous to the financial year to which the figures relate. 
Instructions have been issued making it possible for the Blocks to frame schemes, get 
approval of the technical Department and the Block Development Committees etc., 
before the commencement of the financial year, so that they are now in a position to 
undertake actual execution of the schemes the moment they receive final allocations based 
on the vote of the Legislature before April 15. 


(iv) These observations are based on some misunderstanding. .In stage II of a 
Block funds do not exist for construction of a block building. As stated before, only 
schemes above Rs 20,000 have to be submitted to the State Government for sanction 
and, in view of the size of the Biock Budgets, such schemes are extremely rare. 


(v) There is more flexibility in the Community Development Programme in this 
matter than anywhere else as the schematic budgets of the Blocks are formulated for 
spans of 5 years and so long as the funds are utilised during this period, they do not 
lapse. 


Para 3.—As stated already, in the matter of utilisation of Block funds, there 15 com- 
plete flexibility and whereas a complex of illustrative and type schemes has been suggested, 
the Blocks are free to choose programmes and schemes to match local requirements. 
The hill area blocks are not fettered in any way in the choice of their developmental 
activities. Special concessions have been given to them to utilise minor irrigation loans. 
The loans there carry a subsidy to the extent of 25 per cent. In other words, loanees in 
hilly areas have to return only Rs 75 as principal out of Rs 100 taken as a loan. The 
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rate of this subsidy is 50 per cent if the purpose cf the loan is repairs, renovations and 
construction of Kuhis. These concessions have been given to encourage people in 
hill areas to take advantage of the loan provisions in the Block budgets. Nevertheless 
the fact remains that sizable amounts of these provisions still go unutilised because of the 
deep-rooted cisinclmation of hill people to take money on Joan from Government 
The matter has been brought to the notice of the Government of India, who have been re- E 
questedto reduce the size of the loan provision and increase that of the grants-in-aid 
It may be stated in this context that a number of other concessions have been extended 
: to hill areas because of their backwardness and cmparative poverty. Generally speaking, 
| the rate of public participation in hill areas is 50 per cent of that obtaining in the plains 


Para 4.—For special development of hill areas and to accelerate the pace of progress 
a Development Commissioner (Fill Areas) with the status of a Commissioner and Addi- 
tional Secretary to Government in the Development and Panchayat Department has been 


appointed by Government 


Para 5.—Deputy Commissioner is competent to sanction the schematic budget and 
divert funds from one head to another 


Para 6.—The Block as a unit of administration is an Organisation of recent origin. 
For its boundaries, location of headquariers, the circles of Village Level Workers and their 
headquarters to settle down, time was needed. "The policy of Government upto now 
has been not to undertake construction of houses for Village Level Workers and other 
Block officials. Revision of this plicy is under consideration. In any case, funds have 
been placed at ihe disposal of Panchayats to enable them to construct houses for teachers, 
Village Level Workers and other officials. 


Para 7.—An effort is made to post as many hill area personnel in hilly Blocks as 
possible. The compiaint that inferior staff is sent to serve them, is unfounded. An 
effort is made to send good staff to the hill areas and compensatory allowance of 15 


per cent of their pay is given to them 


Para 8.—As against the fixed T.A. of Rs 4-8-0 p.m. given to Village Level Workers 
in the plains, the rate for hi! areas is Rs-i0 p.m. and the rate of road mileage aiso is 
50 per cent above the rate obtaining in the plains wr 


| Para 9.—The standard unit of population to be covered by a Block in hill areas is 
| 40,000 as against 66,000 in the plains and a number cf Blocks have been opened in 
hill areas which have a population much below this standard 


CHAPTER IX.—TRANSEFORMATION IN THE ROLE OF ADMINISTRATION. 


i Parc 1.—-There is undoubtedly need for transformation in the role of administration 
; as envisaged by the Committee. Every effort is being made by Government to bring 
| about this transformation by diverse means. 


Para 2.—There is some truth in the view that the original faith in the extension. 
I educational process for involving village people in Rural Development Programmes 
has given place to bureaucratic reliance on the mechanical prescription of targets and 
insistence upon their achievements. For this, officers are not entirely to blame. Every 
effort has been made to  decentralise authority and to delegate authority, but certain 
checks and balances are essential if funds are not to be frittered away or mis-spent and to 
ensure the achievement of physical targets. 


As Panchayati Raj is now to be introduced, the shortcomings referred to in the 
Report are expected to disappear and responsibility —now resting on the shoulders of 
officials, will shift to elected representatives serving on Panchayats, Panchayat samitis 
and Zila parishads 


Para 3 —No comments. 


Para 4.—The observations in this paragraph are not justified as comments on 
preceding chapters snow. Only exceptional and rare cases have to come to State Head- 
quarters for sanction

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CHAPTER X.—TuHE ROLE oF DIVISIONAL COMMISSIONERS 


The Committee’s observations have been brought to the notice of Divisional Commis- 
sioners and necessary action, to ensure compliance, has also been taken. The role of the 
Commissioner in Panchayati Raj will be slightly different and to ensure that this role is 

j effectively played, suitable instructions are being drafted. Commissioners will also 
y participate in the three-phased training programme drawn up for Panchayati Raj. It 
will be ensured that Commissioners play their part effectively and properly. 


CHAPTER XI.—ROLE or THE DEpUTY COMMISSIONER 
Para 1.—No comments. 


Para 2.—There is much truth in the observations about the interest taken by Deputy 
Commissioners in the sphere of Development. Steps have been taken to ensure that 
all Deputy Commissioners take the necessary interest in this work and a serious view will 
be taken of defaulters. 


Para 3.—Government shares the view expressed and has taken necessary action in 
the matter 
para 4: ‘Development’ isa primary responsibility of the Deputy Commissioner 
and there can be no question of his not owning the Community Develcpment Agency 
asinthe case of Revenue Agency. Steps hevebecn takento ensure the closest 
possible contact between the Deputy ,Commissioner and his Block Development 
Officers 
As Block Development Officers attend monthly meetings of the District Develop- 
ment Committeess—which are also attended by officers of Development Departments 
a separate meeting of Block Development Officers with District Officers of Development 
Departments is not considered necessary : . 


Para 5.—The Deputy Commissioner has all the powers and authority required to 
ensure proper co-ordination at district level. The faultlies not in the lack of necessary 
powers but in their defective or inadequate use 


With the introduction of Panchayati Raj, however, the Depniy Commissioner’s 
role will bs radically different and responsibility: forthe formulation and implementation 
of District and Block plans will be that of the Zila Parishald and Panchayat Samiti 
respectively. The Deputy Commissioner, nevertheless, will have an effective role to 
play and suitable instructions and rules are being drafted to ensure this. 


od APTER XII. APPOINTMENT OF DISTRICT DEVELOPWENT OFFICERS 


It is cohceded that Government has not been able to post experienced and senior 
officers as District Development Officers or to avoid frequency of their transfers. Go- 
vernment is also keen to provide maximum avenues of promotion to the Block staff 
Out of the 17 district Development Officers inthe State, eight will soon be promotees 
frem the ranks of Block Development and Panchayat Officers or District Panchayat 
Officers. The question of filling a certain number of posts in the P.C.S. from amongst 
the Block Development.and Panchayat Officers is under the consideration of Government 
This oo and allied issues will be dealt with fully before Panchayati Rajis inaug-

CHAPTER XIII.—RoLE oF BLOCK DEVELOPMENT OFFICER 


Para 1.—Most of the observations, points and suggestions made in this chapter are 
a reiteration of what has been dealt with in earlier chapters and have accordingly been 
dealt with. — ` 


Para 2.—Government is fully aware of the fact that there are several misfits in the 
ranks of its Block Development Officers. As stated earlier, the records of all serving 
Block Development Officers have been screened with the following results :—

Action to weed out those belonging to category III is being taken along with action 
to recruit replacements, 
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[Deputy Minister] 
Para 3.—Clear instructions exist to ensure— 


(i) that the benefit of the Community Development Programme accrues to all 
sections of village communities ; 


b 


(ii) systematic touring by Block Development Officers and that at least 10 night E 
are spent each month in villages ; i 


(iii) that Block Development Officers and other Block officiels record the fact 
of their visit and brief particulars of the work done by them in the Pan- 
chayat resister. 


The shortcomings mentioned in para 2 undoubtedly exist, in spite cf instructions 
on the subject. Itis, however, not possible to cover all villages in a block because of the 
limited funds available for block development. What is expected is that every block 
should have a plan for its development, which should involve a much larger measure of i 
people's contribution and participation than is being realised at present. Better results ! 
can be achieved if Deputy Commissioners take more interest, Block Level Officers have 
the right approach to the problem and there is better co-ordination between departments. 


Para 4.— Whatever is possible is being done to reduce the volume of paper work. 
To reduce this volume, a consotidated pro forma has been introduced to replace 50 odd 
returns and reports in vogue previously. 


Block Development Officers who do not acquit themselves well in thefield are apt 
to make the volume of office work the excuse for their failings in the filed. 


Para 5.—The role of the Block staff in the collection of Small Savings Certificate, 
Red Cross Funds etc. has been the subject of study in various forums at the Central and 
Statelevels. The State Government's instructions on the subject are in complete accord 
with the advice of the Central Ministry of Community Development and Co-operation. 


Para 6.—Government is congnisant of the misuse and neglect of Block jeeps in 
spite of rigid instructions on the subject. Steps have been taken to ensure that neces- 
sary repairs are carried out and all Jeeps made roadworthy. Deputy Commissioners 

| have been authorised to carry out repars, without reference to Headquarters, upto a cost 
| of Rs1,000 in any one case.

The proposal to place all these jeeps in a district pool under the Deputy Com- 
missioner*s administrative control is under consideration. This arrangement should 
check abuse and misuse and ensure that they are put tc the best use by all officers con- 
cerned with Development.

CHAPTER XIV.—Tur WORKING OF THE BLOCK DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEES

Para 1 and 2.—No comments. 


Para 3.—It is a deplorable fact that District Officers of Development Departments 
and Members of Parliament and the State Legislature have generally not evinced sufficient 
interest in the meetings or business of these committees. So far as officials are con- 
cerned there are strict iastructions requiring them to attend these meetings and it is for | 
the Deputy Commissioner to see that they do and to bring cases of defaultto the notice I 
of Government for necessary action. A serious views is taken whe;n such cases are brought 
to the nctice of Government, but Deputy Commissioners have been remiss in this 
matter.

As 
regards incentives or recognition of good work, the matter is receiving the attention 
Í of Government. 


Lack ofaccommodation in villages 
is one reason, but in most cases, the Deputy Commissioner and Block Development 
01 -er have not cared to look into the matter or take necessary action.

Development Officers is the solution. 


(vi) There are clear instructions requiring Village Level Workers to devote 80 
per cent of their time to agriculture and it is for supervisory officers to see that such 
instructicns are carried out. A detailed monthly job chart has been introduced which 

w should make it impossible for a Village Level Worker not to devote the bulk of his time 
to Agriculture. 


(vii) Instructions require the Village Level Worker to record in his diary and the 
Panchayat Register a brief account of the work done by him. 


(viii) Unless a Village Level Worker is dishonest in his work, he has perforce to 
proceed on the lines indicated by the Committee. 


Para 4.—(i) Village Level Workers can be promoted as Social Education and 
Panchayat Officers, but as, at present, the department has a surplus number of the latter, 
no promotions of the former are possible. The surplus has resulted from the integration 
of Community Development and Panchayat Departments. 


(ii) Departmental action is taken against bad Village Level Workers. The service 
is young and Village Level Workers should not expect promctions before they have 
adequately established their bonafides as good workers. The proposal to have Selection 
f | Grades for deserving Village Level Workers is, however, under consideration.

Besides, there is the Prize Competitions Scheme under which the best Village Level 
Workers in each district are selected and out of them the best in the State are given 
handsome prizes. The Government of India has also introduced a scheme to provide 
higher studies for Village Level Workers. 


(iii) The suggestion has been examined. The present scale of pay is considered 
í adequate and compares favourably with these of Village . Level Workers in other States. 


(iv) For financial reasons, the suggestion is not feasible. Besides, it has been found 
that the prevailing rate of stipend does not deter candidates from joining the service. 


. (४) The Government of India has not accepted the suggestion to reduce the existing 
circle of a Village Level Worker.

CHAPTER XVI.—PLANNING FOR MAINTENANCE ` | 
| 


The observations and recommendations made in this chapter are sound. Most of 
the assets referred to belong to panchayats, which, unfortunately, lack either the will 
or the reasources or both to maintain them in good order. Steps are being taken to l 
strengthen the financial resources of panchayats and it is hoped that with better finan- 
ces, such assets will not, as at present, be neglected. 


So far as Block staff is concerned, they have been directed to pay greater attention 
to this problem of maintenance than to undertaking new works of the same kind. 


CHAPTER XVII.—NIGHT HALTS IN THE VILLAGES 


Government is in full agreement with the Committee on the usefulness of night 
halts and the efficacy of this “Night Halt Method”. There are standing instructions 
on the subject so far as Block Development Officers and Deputy Commissioners are con- 
cerned and what is required is compliance with these instructions. 


So far as Financial Commissioner, Development, is concerned, it may not be possible 
for him to spend two nights every month in villages, but 10.18 all in favour of the method, 
which has long been approved and followed. 


With the advent of Panchayati Raj, when responsibility will rest squarely on popular-

CHAPTER XVIIL—NEED FOR CONTINUOUS EVALUATION i 


With the advent of the Panchayati Raj, the structure, patterns, procedures, the 
responsibilities and the institutions of Community Development will be transformed 
materially. In the present state of flux, consideration of the suggestions made by the 
Committee would be rather out of place. The suggestion of the Government of India 
that the Administrative Intelligence Unit of the Community Development Organisation 
should be merged with the Organisation of the Economic and Statistical Adviser and 
that the job of evaluation should also be entrusted to the Economic and Statistical 
Adviser, being an agency independent of the Community Development Organisation, 
js, however, being considered along with the suggestion that the evaluation of Commu- 
nity Developihent work in Districts should be done regularly by a sub-committee of the 
Zila Parishad concerned.

PRESENTATION OF THE BUDGET ESTIMATES FOR THE 
YEAR 1961-62 


Minister for Finance (Dr. Gopi Chand Bhargava) : Sir, I rise 
to present the Budget for the year 1961-62. 


2. At the outset I wish to place before the Honourable Members 
some important facts relating to the economic conditions in the State. ‘The 
rising trend of prices which started in 1957, conti- 
nued its upward course during the year 1960 as 
well but with the rate of increase comparatively 
slackened. The average general wholesale price 
index number for Punjab for the year 1960 with October—December, 1949, 
as the base, stood at 114.6 as against 111.8 forthe year 1959 representing 
a rise of 2.5 per cent. As against this, the average index for 1959 was 
higher by 7.3 per cent than that for the preceding year. This index 
fluctuated within fairly narrow limits during the last two years from Janu- 
ary, 1959, to December, 1960, the lowest level touched being 108.5 in May 
1959, and highest 116.6 in July, 1960. The All-India Index Number of whole- 
sale prices of all commodities with 1952-53 as the base also exhibited 
somewhat similar trend, the average wholesale price index for the first 
ten months of 1960 being 122.4 as against 115 for the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 


A peculiar feature of the price risein 1960 wasthat the agricultural 
commodities played practically no partin the rise. The index of wholesale 
prices of agricultural commodities which is dominated by the prices of 
foodgrains, with 1952-53 asthe base, worked out to 111.9 forthe year 
1960 as compared to 122.3 for 1959. The main reason for the decline in 
average prices of agricultural commodities during the year 1960 was that 
the production of Kharif crops of 1959-60 was considerably higher as 
compared to 1958-59. This prevented an undue rise in the prices of food- 
grains which generally takes place in January—March. The average 
index of agricultural prices for January—March was 140.8 in 1959 as 
against only 113.4 in 1960. "There was a decline in the production of 
Rabi food crops, but its effect was, to some extent, off set by higher pro- 
duction of Kharif crops and the announcement in. May, 1960, of an agree- 
ment between the Governments of U.S.A. and India under which the former 
would supply 16 million metric tons of wheat and one million metric tons 
of rice to India over a period of four years. This liberal policy of food 
import adopted by the Government of India had its repercussions on 
ihe stockists and holders in the State which resulted in larger arrivals of 
wheat in the Mandis

| 
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These trends in wholesale prices were also reflected in the Working 
Class Consumers Price Index Numbers compiled for some of the indus- 
trial urban centres in the State. The average Consumers’ Price - Index 
Number for the first ten months of 1960 for Ludhiana was 101.7 as 
against 102 forthe corresponding period of 1959 which indicates that the 
average level of the general index was almost the same during the two 
years he food group of the index, however, showed some decline 
the average index having fallen from 102 to 99.2

Agricultural production which had recorded a substantial rise in 
1958-59, declined in 1959-60. This decline in production was, however, 
confined mostly to Rabi toodgrains like wheat, barley and gram. The 
total production of foodgrains including pulses was 57.7 lakh tons in 
1959-60 as against 63.6 lakh tons in 1958-59. Considerable damage 
was also caused to the Kharif crops during the year 1960-61 bythe floods 
insome parts of the State. Production of sugarcane and cotton, however, 
showed an upward trend and rose to 843 thousand tons and 769 thousand 
bales in 1959-60 from 709 thousand tons and 722 thousand bales in-1958-59 
respectively 


Industries in the State also made progress during the year 1960. 
Considerable increase in production was registered in sugar, cement, paper 
and cycle industries. The production of sugar during 1959-60 season 
was higher by 17 per cent as compared to the previous season and that 
of cement, paper and bicycles during the first six months of 1960 was 
higher by 12.1, 8.5 and 7.7 per cent respectively as compared to the production 
during the corresponding period of the previous year. The rise in the TEN 
oduction of sports goods and scientific and surgical instruments was <- | 
also noticeable. The cotton textiles also maintained steady progress. 
The woollen textile industry, however, continued to face a persistent shor- 
tage of woollen yarns. 


Significant progress has also been made by the Khadi and some other 
village industries, with the implementation of schemes undertaken by the 
State Khadi and Village Industries Board. The aggregate value of sales 
| of Khadi effected by the recognised Khadi institutions increased from 

Rs 121.08 lakhs in 1958-59 to Rs 197.67 lakhs in 1959-60. During the 
| first eight months ofthe current year, the aggregate value of sales amoun- 
ted to Rs 143.23 lakhs. Progress was also recorded in the production 
ofsilk cloth. There has also been considerable improvement in other 
village industries as a. result of the technical and financial assistance pro- 
| vided by the Board. : - 


No reliable figures of unemployment are at present available, the 
only figures available being those relating to the number of persons on the 
Live Registers of Employment Exchanges. Although these figures pro- | 
vide some indication of the unemployment situation in the State, they = 
have to be interpreted with caution because all unemployed persons do not i 
iecessarily get themselves registered in the Employment Exchanges and 
some employed persons also get themselves registered for improving their 
prospects. According to these figures, average number of persons on 
| Live Registers of the Employment Exchanges in the State during January 
| to September, 1960, was 61,600 being about 6,000 more than the figure 
forthe corresponding period of the last year. It may, however, be 
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mentioned that the rate of increase in the number of persons on the Live 
Registers of Employment Exchanges during the first nine months of 1960 
as compared to the corresponding period of the previous year, was consi-

It would thus be observed that the expenditure under the Head 
“Famine” is estimated to go above the original provision by the colossal 
amount of Rs 5.44 crores. This is due to the heavy expenditure which

State was placed at Rs 162.68 crores against Rs 48,00 crores to be spent 
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fin the public sector for the country as a whole. 
Pursuant to mid-plan appraisal of financial resources 
! however, the effective ceiling of the country was

later reduced to Rs 45,00 crores which. brought down the ceiling for this 


State to Rs 152.68 crores. Against this, the total expenditure incurred 
during the first four years, i.e., from 1956-57 to 1959-60 amounted to 
Rs 115.46 crores. The provision according to the revised estimates for 
1960-61 stands at Rs 36.19 crores and assuming thatit will be fully utilised, 
the Second Plan performance of the State is likely to be of the order 
of Rs 151.65 crores. Comparing the actual performance with the Plan 
ceiling as originally visualised it would be over 93 percent. The original 
ceiling of Rs 162.68 crores, in fact, included Rs 232.54 lakhs for Village 
and Khadi Industries schemes, expenditure on which has not been re- 
flected in the performance figures as the funds are not routed through 
the State Budget. If this amount is excluded, the performance will be 
over 94 per cent. 


For financing a Plan of the order of Rs 151.65 crores the State Govern- 
ment had to make much greater efforts than those envisaged in the first 
instance. According to the original scheme of phasing the State resources 
were assessed at Rs 46.10 crores, but against this the State contribution 
is likely to be Rs 67.77 crores even though the total outlay during the 
Second Plan period is, as indicated above, lower than the original esti- 
mate of Rs 162.68 crores. 


16. Sofarasthe Third Plan is concerned, we had originally propo- 

sed an outlay of Rs 298 crores, but after discussions with the Planning 
——r Commission the outlay for the State has been fixed 
Third Five-Year Plan í at Rs 231.40 crores. For financing a Plan of this 
— ..1 order Rs 97.40 crores are to be provided from our 
own resources and the balance, ie., Rs 134 crores would be provided by 


the Government of India by way of central assistance. According to . 


the phasing of the outlay onthe Third Plan indicated by the Government 
of India the outlay during the year 1961-62 1s to be 14-15 per cent of the 
total for the entire Plan period. The central assistance. promised to us 
for the year, therefore, is placed at Rs 19.50 crores which works out to 
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Rs 14.8 percent of the central assistance of Rs 134 crores promised to 
the State for the entire Plan period. With our proportionate 14-15 per 
cent share from Rs 97 crores to be made available from our own resources 
our Plan ceiling would have amounted to Rs 33.6 crores. This would, 
however, have given rise to an anomalous position as this ceiling would 
— have been lower than the Plan forthe current year, viz., Rs 36.49 crores 
and would not be adequate for meeting the pressing needs of the various 
departments particularly for spill-over projects like the Left Bank Power 
Plant at Bhakra which are well under way. In view ofthis and having 
regard to the fact that the pace of development set in the first year of the 
Plan will be of crucial importance for our eventual performance in the Plan 
period as a whole, we have decided to make a greater effort out of our own 
resources and the Plan forthe ensuing year has, therefore, been fixed at 
Rs 39.18 crores. To finance this, Rs 19.50 crores will be made available by 


the Government of India and the balance will be met from the State's own 
resources. 


17. Hitherto, it has been customary to review, briefly, the activities 
of the various departments at the time of the presentation of the budget. | 
—— With a view, however, to acquainting the Honour- oul 
Some Special Features | able Members more fully with the achievements of 
the departments during the Second Plan period and 
the directions in which the future progress is contemplated, a booklet 
entitled “Punjab on the March” containing the necessary details has been 
circulated separately along with a booklet entitled “Budget at a Glance" 
and the “Statistical Abstract of Punjab, 1960". Ido not, therefore, pro- 
pose to burden this statement with the details of what is proposed to be 
done in the ensuing year and Would refer only to some important features 
which deserve special mention. 


Agriculture.—ln the sphere of agriculture, there are two schemes, | 
viz, “Crop Insurance Scheme" and "Intensive Agricultural District 
Programme" commonly known as “Package Programme" which deserve 
special mention. The fate ofthe cultivator is subject to many natural 
calamities and vicissitudes of weather over which he has no control. To 
protect the farmer against unforeseen contingencies it has been decided 
to introduce the scheme of Crop Insurance which is being taken up for 
the first time in the entire country (cheers). To begin with, four crops, 
namely wheat, gram, cotton and sugarcane Will be covered by the scheme 
and six centres, each. comprising a Community Development Block will 
| be selected. The number of blocks to be covered will be increased to 
| 9 in the second year and to 12 in the third year. Insurance premium at 
| prescribed rates would be recovered alongwith the land revenue from the 
cultivators. In the event of the insured crops suffering losses beyond 
certain prescribed limits the cultivator will be allowed compensation 
commensurate with the losses sustained. An expenditure of Rs 8.94 lakhs 
is estimated to be incurred on this scheme during the ensuing year. 


; The Package Programme, which is being introduced inthe Ludhiana 
4 District in view of the existence there of the Agriculture College and 
Research Institute, has been designed to increase food production as also 
the income of the farmer inthe shortest possible time by a proper farm 
management and the maximum utilisation of resources at his command. 
A provision of Rs 25.92 lakhs including Rs 10 lakhs under Minor Irri- 
gation has been made for this scheme in the budget for 1961-62, 
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Drainage and Anti-water logging.—The problem of excess water, 

both above the surface of the ground and below having assumed alarming 

proportions in certain regions of the State, the State Government have S 
embarked upon a comprehensive programme for flood protection, drainage Pad 
and anti-waterlogging. Work on 265 miles embankment and other sub- 
sidiary protection works along the Ravi, Beas and Jumna rivers have been 
completed during the Second Plan period and so has the work of first 
stage of 1825 miles length of drains, the important drains being Kasur 
Nallah, Hudiara Nallah, Patti Nallah, Sukkar Nallah, Dagroo Drain, 
Moga Drain, Basian Drain Sohna IM Bahahadursinghwala, Dhuri, 
Indri Drain, Main Drain No. 2 and Nai Nallah. Thus lakhs of acres 
of area have been saved from being flooded as a result of the execution 
of these Works. Apart from providing subsidiary protection works to the 
embankments already constructed to hold them against river action, 
first stage Work on about 400 miles length of drains would be completed 
before the monsoons ofthe year 1961 (Cheers) (hear hear) and beside 
enlarging the capacity of these drains work on a number of additional 
drains Would be taken up in the ensuing year. Moreover, to relieve the 
State from Waterlogging menace anti-waterlogging schemes have been 
launched in Hansi, Sangrur, Sunam, Fazilka, Zira and Amritsar area and 
it is anticipated that most of the work on these schemes would be comple- 
ted before the monsoons of 1962. An expenditure of Rs 256.63 lakhs 
is proposed to be incurred during the ensuing year on the various schemes 
underthe programme for flood protection, drainage and anti-Waterlogging. 


Multipurpose Projects.—The year 1961-62 will see the completion i 
ofthe Bhakra Dam and the commencement ofthe work on the construc- = 
tion of the Beas Project, which is in the nature of a successor project to x 
the former in magnitude and complexity. This project mainly comprises 
two units, namely units No. I and II. Unit No. I aims at transferring a 
part of the Beas supplies into the Sutlej for increasing the power produc- 
tion from the additional generating units to be installed at Daher where 
the water from the Beas will fall about 1,000 feet into the Sutlej. This 
will also result in increased power generation at Bhakra and additional 
irrigation in the State. Unit No. II comprises a 325 feet earthen dam 

With a live storage of 5.5 million acre feet at Pong on River Beas about 

25 miles from Mukerian and a Power Plant at the same place at the toe of | 
the Dam with installed capacity of about 150 M.W. ‘ 


Power.—Power being in a State like ours the mother industry from 
which alone other industries, including the modernisation of agriculture, 
can flow our Power plan is considered to be of crucial importance. The . 
power schemes forthe ensuing year envisage an expenditure of Rs 10,74 
lakhs and it is estimated that the combined firm generating capacity of 
all the Power Houses including the Hydel Stations at Bhakra, Joginder- | 
nagar, Ganguwal and Kotla and a few small Diesel and Steam Power X 
Houses at other places will go up from 248,000 k. Ws. on 31st March e^ 
1961 to 419,000 k. Ws. by the end of 1961-62. (Cheers). Besides comple- 
ting the electrification of practically all towns in the State about 2,300 
villages have already beenelectrified and another 500 villages are expected 
to be electrified by the end of 1960-61 (Cheers). During the year 1961-62 
another 450 villages are expected to be electrified (Cheers), 
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Industries.—In the field of Industries, the Punjab now holds an 
almost unrivalled position in India so far as small-scale industries are 
concerned. (Cheers) A more concerted effort is proposed to be made 
for the promotion of industrialisation in rural areas. (Hear hear). More- 

| over, the provision of Rs 202,51 lakhs for Industries in the Budget for the 

E d ensuing year includes provision for the establishment of certain large- 

EN scale factories based upon the State's natural resources for which the

ment Girls High and Higher Secondary Schools in the State. (Cheers) 
Moreover, poor students in the 9th class of the Government High and 
Higher Secondary Schools for Boys, the income of whose parents is below 
| 100, will be given half-fee concession. (Cheers). This will result in loss 
| of revenue to the extent of Rs 12.87 lakhs in 1961-62. 


We have also decided to launch upon the scheme of free and compul- 
= sory primary education for the age-group 6—11 years throughout the State

| the next academic session. During the ensuing year the age-group 6-7 
| years will be covered by the scheme and one additional year would be

6-11 years (Cheers). The scheme will require funds to the tune of Rs 492.93 
lakhs during the Third Plan period and a provision of Rs 34.44 lakhs 
has been made for the scheme in the Budget for the ensuing year.

Minister, Government of India, showed willingness of the Defence Depart- 

ment for the location of a Sainik School in the Punjab under the Ministry ` 
of Defence. The State Government has proposed that this shcool should x 
be located at Jhajjar in District Rohtak (Cheers) which has the largest 
number of ex-servicemen and serving soldiers in Ambala Division. The 
Siate Government has also requested the Defence Minister to agree to the 
location of another Sainik School in the Jullundur Division and a suitable 
location is being looked for (Cheers). The Defence Minister, Govern- 
ment of India, is expected to visit Jhajjar on the 26th February, 1961, to 
decide about the location of a Sainik School there. It is expected that the 
matter will be decided shortly. Incase the location of the School at Jhajjar 
is approved by the Government of India, the State Government will make 
available a sum of about Rs 4 lakhs and 100 acres of land by public contri- 
bution and an Ad hoc grant of Rs 10 lakhs as given in the case of the School 
at Nabha (Cheers). 


Panchayats.—As Honourable Members are aware, the colossal task 
of holding second general elections to the Panchayats has been completed 
successfully. Asaresult of these elections 18,832 members of the Sche- 
duled Castes have been elected as sarpanches and panches and as women 
panches were not returned in sufficent numbers, 13,350 women have been 
co-opted as panches to make up the deficiency (Cheers). Women and 
Harijans will thus be able to play their part in the work of the Panchayats 
and we are sure that they will make a very useful contribution in this work. 
The Budget for the ensuing year includes a provision of Rs 43 lakhs as | | 
grants to the Panchayats where all the panches including sarpanch or the — « 
sarpanch or the rest of the panches were elected unopposed, beside their ME 
normal share of land revenue. 


Now in conformity with the national policy to establish Panchayat 
Raj, Block Samitis at Block level and Zilla Parishads at District level 
will be set up. Thus, with the establishment of thtee-tire system, the 
Panchayats at village level, the Samitis at Block level and Zilla Parishads 
at District level, the Panchayat Raj would come into full swing and the 
new pattern of administration would emerge where the people themselves, 
through these institutions, would be responsible for the planning and 
execution of Community Development Programme and thus play a vital. 
role in making the Plan programme a success. 


Capital Project.—The Capital Project at Chandigarh is steadily pro- 
eressing towards completion. Itis gratifying to observe that the Central 
Government has taken an important decision to locate a Cantonment and 
an Air Force Station at Chandigarh and to shift the Research unit of the 
Central Research Institute at Kasauli to this place (Cheers).

Sports.—The youth of Punjab are the pride of India (Cheers) and . ` 
have brought great credit and honour to the State and glory for the country k ll 
in various international meets in the fields of athletics and sports in the 
past. With a view to providing greater facilities and training to them it 
has been decided to spend a larger sum of money during the next year on 
sports activities. A college and a school with emphasis on games and 
sports are proposed to be set up to serve as a nursery for future athletes and 
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sportsmen (Cheers). Morcover, it has been decided to set up a Gliding 
Club and a Flying club (Cheers) at Chandigarh in the ensuing year to 
make our young men and women air-minded and thus be able to take 
their proper place inthe Air Wing of the Defence Services. (hear, hear) 

P Of equal importance is our scheme for encouraging ‘‘Mountaineering”’ 

N (Cheers) in the State for which a sum of Rs 2 lakhs has been set apart. It 
Is expected that Punjab, already known for its vigour and physical fitness 
will, in keeping with its past traditions, shine out further with the provision 
of adequate coaching facilities, playgrounds and stadia in its villages and 
towns during the Third Plan period (Cheers). 


Police Commission.—lI might also mention that we have recently set 
up a Commission called the “Punjab Police Commission. 19617 with Shri 
Mehar Chand Mahajan (Cheers), retired Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of India, as its Chairman and Additional Inspector-General of Police 
as its Member-Secretary to enquire into the various aspects of the police 
force and its administration inthe State andto make recommendations 
with a view to making the police force more suited to the present democratic 
set-up. The Commission will have, besides the Chairman and Secretary, 
certain other Members including Legislators. Its comprehensive terms 
of reference will also include an examination of the organisation, training 
and strength of the different ranks of police force in the State for preventing 
breach of peace, maintaining public order and investigation and detection 
of the crime as also the question whether the police force set up for rural 
areas is effective inthe performance of the police duties in those areas and 
whether any changes are necessary in its strength, organisation, training 
and conditions of service. It will also examine how in the context of 

ed- | village Panchayats functioning all over the State the efforts of the district 
| and rural police and thosc of the village Panchayats can be integrated in 
detecting crime (Cheers). It would also lock into and recommend if 
in view of the public criticism in recent times against firings by the police 
the use of fire-arms by the police should be totally excluded and if not, 
the nature of the circumstances and conditions in which it should be allowed.

Government have also decided to give certain concessions in the 
form of retirement beuefits, leave, travel concessions, ete., to its employees 
in view of the decision taken by the Government of India in respect of their 
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employees on the recommendations of the Pay Commission. To speci- 
fically mention the retirement benefits, these include— 


(a) change inthe rate of gratuity soasto make the maximum अशा 
amount available on completion of 30 years’ qualifying | 
service instead of 34 years as at present (Cheers); 


(b) counting of temporary service, when followed by permanency, 
in full for purposes of pension in all cases ; (Cheers) and 


(c) allowing of an additional benefit of half-a-year's pension for 
the purpose of determining the quantum of pension when 
the total period of qualifying: service exceeds completed 
years by six months or more and allowing the benefit in 
respect of gratuity as well (Cheers) 


We have also been considering whether the minimum remuneration 
payable to our Class IV employees should be increased in view of the fact 
that the Government of India have, on the recommendations of the Pay 
Commission, raised the minimum remuneration in the case of their emp- 
loyees by Rs 5 per mensem. It has now been decided to enhance the mini- 
mum remuneration of all categories of Class IV employees in the scale of 
Rs 30—1— 35 from Rs 60 to 65 per mensem (Chears) with effect from the 
Ist April, 1961, by allowing an increase to this extent in the dearness allow- 
ance admissible in their case, the additional amount so allowed being 
invested in Small Savings in their names.

Moreover, with increased empha- 
sis on Panchayat Raj we have felt that the Panchayais should have ade- 
quate resources for local development works and it has accordingly been 
decided to assign the land revenue realised from persons owning 5 acres 
or less to the Panchayat concerned for such expenditure (Cheers). The 
exact financial implications of this decision have yet to be worked out 
but it will take a large chunk offfrom our resources and make a correspon- 
ding addition to the deficit. We, therefore, need additional resources 
The brave Punjabis have always responded generously whenever there 
has been need for additional funds and have contributed alot towards the 
development of the State.

We have two officers at the Headquarters (Officer Incharge N.D.S. and 
Youth Welfare Officer for Girls) who entirely devote their time towards the 
implementation of the scheme in the field. They hold various refresher 
courses and seminars for in-service men and women teachers to give them 
reorientation in N.D.S. and Youth Leadership. The Central Government 
have also set up their regional office at Ambala City with two officers 
(Regional Director and Senior Supervisor, Northern Region, N.D.S.) to 
expand the scheme throughout the State. They are spending about ten 
lakhs on the scheme in this region. The scheme has so far been introduced 
in 546 schools where 2,58,869 students have been receiving training under 
the scheme 


Since the scheme is being expanded by the Centre, throughout the 
State, no provision for its expansion has been made in the State Third 
Five Year Plan

OBSERVATIONS MADE BY THE HON. SPEAKER

Mr. Speaker : Today is the most momentous day in the | 
history of the Punjab Vidhan Sabha. Today it has come | 
into its own home, even though the home is still 
incomplete, after a state of homelessness lasting for over 13 years. | 
Our entry into our home is as yet only informal. We will enter formally 
after an inaugural ceremony when the entire building, including that of the | 
Legislative Council, is built. | 
| 
While others who were uprooted in the wake of partition, after | 
differing periods of homelessness found their homes, we continued to be 
homeless. We have no complaints to make for this prolonged homelessness 
but I am referring to it simply to emphasize that where others found their 
permanent abodes sooner or later, rather sooner than later, the institution 
of democracy in this State remained homeless and it would have continued 
to remain so, had not our Prime Minister and the Chief Minister taken in 
their characteristic way, the bold decision in favour of construction of this 
place. 
1 Hon. Members, you may recall that before our great Prime Minister 
| came to lay the foundation stone of this building, in certain sections of the 
x Press, a loud and persistent campaign was carriea on against the con struc- 
| tion of our Assembly Chamber. But I am happy that this campaign died as 
| suddenly as it was born. It did not take long to realise the importance 
|

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No one can deny the pleasure of ownership because of the security 
that it engenders. No one for long could have wished to see us in make- 
shift abodes, sharing our roof with others, being deprived of the joy and 
comfort of having a home, all our own. 


The campaigners would not understand, perhaps they could not 
understand, that Legislature, Which in our Constitution is supreme, should, 
before any other organ of the State, have a place of its own. Their cam- 
paign against our having a separate home ended in a fiasco when the Prime 
Minister, in spite of them, came here and laid the foundation stone of our 
building. For all this, the highest tribute must be paid to Sardar Partap 
Singh Kairon (Cheers) who, notwithstanding the multitudinous commit- 
ments of his Government, unequivocally decided that there must be a 
building for us, so that years of our gypsyhood should end and we should 
be able to call some place our own, Where our budding democracy might 


grow into maturity and acquire stability. 


During the travails of the post-partition period we shifted about from 
place to place. In November, 1947 our Assembly held the first session 
after Independence in the Chamber of the Council of States, what is now 
called, the Rashtrapati Niwas at Simla but which was then known as the 
Governor-General’s lodge. The offices of the Assembly were situated 
more than half a mile away from the venue of the session. There was 
dislocation of work but that, in the peculiar context of the situation in the 
country, Was to be expected. We had just become independent and, there- 
fore, happily disregarded all the inconveniences. But we were not prepared 
to let the monster of inefficiency raise its ugly head, which it was bound to do 
When the office was situated at one place, and the Chamber at another 
place, the two being separated by a fairly long distance. We then moved to 
the Chamber of the Central Legislative Assembly from 1948, where we 
remained up to September, 1953, when we moved down to Chandigarh. 
The Hall was at first more than ample for our Membership. But after 
the first general elections in 1952 when the number of our Membership 
increased to 119, the Hall started presenting a crowded appearance during 
the days of the sessions. And had we been there after integration when 
our Membership was 186, or after the second general elections, when our 
Membership was 154, we would not have been able to accommodate our- 
selves comfortably in that Hall. That Hall was not built for a large num- 
ber of Members and it was expected to be used for only short whiles in 
the Summer. Therefore, this Hall, while it served our needs at the time, 
Would have fallen far short of them in due course. We would have had to 
find some other place to accommodate all our Members. 


The office part of the accommodation in the Central Assembly Hall 
was most inadequate. Our office was, at the time, notlarge. The Assembly 
had not yet set up the number of Committees that it did later with their 
multifarious duties. But, even then, some part of the office was located in 
a building nearby. 


We shifted to this place in September, 1953, without any Hall 
to hold our sessions or any building for our offices. Our offices were 
at first located in 12 type residential houses in Sector 23 and our first 
session was held in the Auditorium of the Punjab Engineering College. 
For the days of the session the office was shifted from Sector 23 ‘to the 
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College itself and accommodated inail kinds of rooms, some complete, 
some balf complete and some quite incomplete. The Auditorium was 
temporarily fitted up for the session. After the session was over, the office 
; went back to its quarters in Sector 23 and the temporary Assembly Hali 
vanished’. In fact, there was no Assembly Hall at all. Government 
had, however, decided to make available to us the Hall of the Junior 
| Secondary School in Sector 10 for our sessions and the building of the 
i School for our offices till such time as our place was built

The Hall was made available to us in March, 1954 and we have been 
holding our sessions in it since. But, as you all know, it was shared by 
us with the other House. We could never call it entirely our own—in 
fact, we never did, and we had to adjust our timings etc. with those of the | 
other House, which we would not have had to do if it were our own place | 
Nevertheless, we stayed in that Hall even though the accommodation in i 
that Hall was hardly enough for us. The lobbies and the galleries were | 
inadequate, and the accoustics and ventilation poor. The office accomo- | 
dation fell far short of our requirements. We had taken two type 8 | 
houses in Sector 11 for our offices and during the days of the sessions, | 
who can forget , certainly not the Ministers, the appearance of our grounds | 
which reminded one of a vast camp as around an oasis ina Sahara ! |

As regards the extent of success achieved it may be stated that 45 trainees received 
training in Carpet Weaving atthe Carpet Weaving Training Centre at Palampur from 
the year 1957-58 to 31st March, 1961. The Co-operative Society to which the Co- 
operative Department had givena grant of Rs 760 utilised the amount for the specific 
purpose and the production of thesaid Society up to 31st March, 1961, was 3,000 square 
feet valued at Rs 4,500. The Carpet manufacturing unit to which a loan of Rs 1,000 
under the Punjab State Aid to Industries Act, 1935, was given, is reported to be work- 
ing satisfactorily.

Reply 
(a) I. Gurgaon Canal Project.—Government has approved the execution of work 
under this scheme, but the project Estimate has not yet been formally sanctioned. The 
estimated cost of this Project is Rs. 5.94 crores. As regards its details, these are volu- 
minous and are contained in two big volumes of the Project Estimates, 
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[Deputy Minister] 


JI. Rewari Lift Irrigation Scheme.— Government has approved the execution of 
work under this scheme. The revised Project Estimate has been prepared and is under 
scrutiny. Its estimated cost is about Rs. 107.00 lacs. As regards its details, these 
are voluminous and are contained in the big volume of the Project Estimate. 


(b) (i) The excavation of Gurgaon Canal has only been recently started. As the 
scheme is yet in its preliminary stage, the question of any supplies having been drawn 
so far does not arise. However, on the completion of the scheme, the source for non- 
perennial supplies isthe Yamuna River and of Perennial supplies the Beas Project. 


(ii) About 190.0 lacs c.ft. of Earthwork and 14 Nos. masonary works have been 
constructed in about 22.0 miles length in the head reach of the Rewari Irrigation Scheme. 
As the scheme has not yet been completed, the question of supplies having been drawn 
so far does not arise. However, on its completion the source of water will be the Yamuna 
River. 

(c) So far, in the Project Estimates of these schemes, only the boundaries of the over- 
all area to be served by them have been fixed. As the chakbandies have not yet been 
prepared, the correct details of villages to be irrigated by these schemes have not yet been 
determined: For the same reason, information regarding area of each village to be irri- 
gated is not yet available. 

- (d) The only canal irrigation being done at present in Gurgaon District is from U.P. 


channels for which rates are charged as per schedule of U.P. Government which is higher 
than Punjab Rates.

I have to dzaw your kind attention towards F.I.R. No. 143, dated 5th November 

1960 registered in Kapurthala Kotwali, as a result of which I was re-arrested here 

on Sth November, 1960 at 8.30 p.m. from my residence. My name and the so- 

called activities attributed tome do not exist inthe said F.I.R. This isacent per 

cent false and fabricated case which the Station House Officer, Kapurthala Kotwali 

has dared to register against me. All this has been done just to check my pre- 

sence in the current session of the Punjab Vidhan Sabha. The Kapurthala Police 

was expecting the disclosures of their misdeeds and irregularities which I was going 

to disclose in the current session of the Vidhan Sabha. They came to know this 

fact from the letter which I addressed to the Governor on Ist November, 1960 

: with its copies to the Chief Secretary, the Deputy Commissioner and the Superintendent 
nd of Police, Kapurthala. I do not hesitate to say that at present there is no Rule 
of Law inthe State. The whole State has been converted into a big prison. I 

do not mind whether I am inthis jail or outside the big prison, but I condemn 

the law and mean methods of depriving me of my constitutional rights of repre- 
senting the grievances of my people on the floor ofthe Vidhan Sabha. Being a 
representative ofthe people, I feel that the present Government is leading the State 

and its people towards destruction. If a Legislator like myself is arrested and put 
behind bars under cent per cent false case what to speak ofthecommon man 
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[Deputy Minister] 

I still hold confidence in you and request your goodseif to make personal enquiries 
D circumstances under which I have been re-arrested. Your personal enquiries 
will satisfy you the way in which your Police is dealing with the public. Kindly 
make this case a test case. If you aresatisfied from the preliminary enquiry. I 
would request the suspension ofthe Station House Officer Kapurthala Kotwali, 
the Superintendent of Police Kapurthala and other Police officials who have cons- 
pired and registered this false case against meso that I may be deprived of voicing 
the grievances ofthe people on the floor of the Vidhan Sabha regarding misdeeds 
and irregularities of the Kapurthala Police. 

I hope you will not disappoint me and shakemy confidence which I am re- 
posing in your goodself. Kindly do meet me here and record my statement in this 
respect before starting the enquiry.

The Union was advised 
to serve a regular demand notice aslaid down under the said Act so that 
the dispute could be conciliated by the Conciliation Officer, but so far 
no regular demand notice has been received by the Labour Department, 
Government will take necessary action in accordance with the provisions 
ofthe Industrial Disputes Act, 1947,in case the Union serves a regular

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STARRED QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS (1435 
DEMAND CHARTER OF THE PUNJAB ROADWAYS WORKERS 


I. Minimum rates of wages.—The Punjab Government appointed a Commit- 
tee consisting of 13 Members in July, 1959, to fix up the minimum wages of the work- 
ers employed in the Transport Department of the Punjab Government. That Com- 
mittee after holding 6 meetings decided the following wages :— 


(1) Conductors .. Rs 100 per mensem 
(2) Drivers .. Rs 130 per mensem 
(3) Fitters, Black-smiths, up-holsters, 

Carpenters, etc. .. Rs 130 per mensem 


The Punjab Government approved the above-said decision, and announced it in the 
Official Gazette,—vide No. 470-3LabII-60/2759, dated the 12th February, 1960 (page 
No. 288). According to this Gazette, the above-said rates of minimum wages per 
month were to be implemented with effect from 12th May, 1960, in the Transport 
Department also. These rates are also being paid to all the employees inthe Pepsu 
Roadways, and inthe private sector of transport in the Punjab. It is very much 
regretted that these are not enforced inthe Punjab Roadways, inspite of the fact that 
the date 12th May, 1960 has passed since long and the Union has made several 
requests to the authorities concerned. It is, therefore, requested that the above grades > 
be implemented and according to these rates, the new grades of the Drivers, Conductors, | | 
etc., be fixed as under :— 


(1) Conductors | | .. Rs 60—4—100/5—150 
(2) Drivers | .. Rs 90—4—130/5—150 
(3) Painters, Up-holsters, Black-smiths, Fitters, | 

etc. .. Rs 90—4—-130/5—150 
(4) Mechanics .. Rs 100—6—160/8—200 
(5) Assistant Fitterg/Welders/Carpenters, etc. .. Rs 50—3—80/4—100 


| 2. Holidays.—Prior to Ist July, 1959, there were 20 casual leaves in a year and 33 

earned leaves inthe Punjab Government Transport. But vide order No. 3691-FPII- 

59/5175, dated 26th May, 195€ ofthe Finance Department and the orders of the Home 

Department—vide No. 4376-GII-59/2777, dated 28th May, 1959, the Punjab Govern- 

A ment increased working hours from 7 to 84 daily and allowed two holidays in a week, 

| the earned leaves and casual leaves were decreased and 3 National Days (26th 
January, 15th August and 2nd October), 3 mid-summer holidays, and 6 festival holidays s 

were allowed. But in the Transport Department the Officers take 9 hours a day 

as working duty and 12 hours spread-over, from the Drivers and Conductors, much 

ER the policy ofthe Government. They are not given any of the above-said 

olidays. | | 


We, therefore, demand that all the above-said holidays be given to the Drivers 
and Conductors also. If atall they are required to be on duty, they should be paid 
double pay during these holidays. 


3. Bonus.—It was decided in the meeting, dated 26th June, 1958, and 6th May, 
1958, held between the representatives of this Union led by S. Darbara Singh Ji, 
M.L.A. (President of this Union), and the Transport Officers, including Transport 
Minister, that the Bonus case ofthe workers will be considered on high level. Accord- 
ingly this case was put in the meeting of the Co-ordination Ccmmittee with the 
Council of Ministers, on 17th September, 1959 (11th Meeting of this Committee), and it 
was decided in this meeting,—vide paragraph No. 3as under :— 


"That the question of wage structure and inter-connected questions relating to 
the principle of bonus and cash rewards should be placed before the Cabi- 
ree for consideration within a period of three months on the basis of 

ull date.” 


It is a matter of great regret that so far nothing has been decided in the matter 
although a period of more than a year is over. 


We, therefore, strongly stress that the workers be paid their bonus, according to 
the Full Bench Formula of the Supreme Court of India, with effect from 1955-56, 
and all the arrears be paid to the workers. This case may kindly be again placed 
before the Co-ordination Committee in its Agenda in the coming meeting.

4. Gratuity.—It was decided in the meeting held on 26th June, 1958 (in the meet- 
ing of the Union representatives and the Transport Department as stated above), that 
any employee who will retire from the service of more than 10 years will be 
entitled toa gratuity of 15 days pay per year atthe time of retirement. This was 
also decided in the meeting ofthe Co-ordination Committee dated 17th September, 
1959,—vide its paragraph No.2 ofthe proceedings as under :— SS 


"With regard to gratuity, the Deputy Transport Controller pointed out that 
this matter was under examination of the All-India Transport authorities 
and a suitable recommendation should be worked out after their re- 
port was received." 


So far nothing has been done in the matter. Jt is, therefore, requested that all 
those workers who have retired from service these days, they should be paid their 
due gratuities. | 


5. Duty Cards.—Conductors and Drivers of the Punjab Roadways should also 
be given the ‘Duty Cards’ (as notified by the Punjab Government) and these cards 
should be properly and regularly filled. Punjab Roadways workers are not given 
the duty cards. Inthe absence of such cards, itis very difficult to ascertain from 

. whom how much duty is taken and when. We made representation for issuing duty 
cards after the specified period,—-vide our letter No. 76-D58, dated 26th September, 
1958, to the Honourable Transport Minister, Punjab, but nothing has been heard so 


far in this respect. 


Not tospeak of paying any over-time to the workers such register is not main- 
tained in any Depot showing extra duty taken from the workers, although two-and- 
a-half years have passed to this agreement. Now we request that necessary instruc- 
tions should be issued to all depots to give duty cards to its employees, at the 


earliest. 


6. Fines.—Drivers and Conductors have to bear fines for no fault of their. Some- 
times they are challaned and fined for certain technical short-comings and 
defects for which the Management is entirely responsible. It was agreed that in such 
cases an official of the Roadways will accompany them to the Court and will pay ~ 
the fine. This is also not being put into practice like other demands. It is a great 
injustice done to the poor employees of the Roadways. All such fines should be paid 
by the Department in the Court at the spot. | 


vn. 


7. Uniforms.—It was agreed upon by the Officials of the Transport Department 
on Sth June, 1958, that uniforms will be supplied to all the running staff before 15th 
Apriland 15th October every year as per rules as they fall due. And also it was 
accepted that the cleaners and temporary running staff willalso besupplied uniforms. 
This promise too has not been fulfilled, which has caused a great anxiety among 
the workers.  Stitched uniforms should be provided to the workers, and the stitching 
charges should be paid atthe rate of Pepsu Roadways. The workshop employees 
should besupplied atleast three sets of uniforms taking into consideration the nature 


of their duty. 


8. Turbans to the Sweepers.—Previously all the sweepers working in the Work- 
shop were also supplied turbans like other staff, but this year the turbans are stop- 
ped. It is: requested that the poor sweepers may also beissued turbans atthe ear- 


liest. 


9. Over-time.—All the drivers and conductors who have to be on duty for extra 
hours, are not paid over-time. They should be paid over-time regularly. If owing 
to rush of work, these employees are required to work even in their rest days, they 
should be paid double the wages for those days. 


10. Family Passes.—Each employee should be provided with family passes at w 
least 4 times a year, and should be allowed to travel onall the routes where Punjab 
Government Buses ply. 


11. Standing Orders.—Punjab Roadways came into being with effect from 19th 
May, 1948, and The Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) Act and Rules were 
framed in 1946. Uptil now no such orders have been framed in this Department, 
although the Transport authorities of the Punjab Government are giving in writing 


` 
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to the Union that all the staff except clerical staff is not governed by Civil Service 
Rules but by the Standing Orders. These Standing Orders should be framed imme- 
diately, as it is still in the dark under what Orders and Rules the workers of the 
Punjab Roadways fall 


12. Contributory Provident Fund.—No regular statements of the contributory 
Provident Fund have been supplied to any: Depot regularly. The few statements 
supplied to very few workers are incomplete and incorrect. The Union requests 
that regular statement of each and every worker of the Depots be supplied annually, 
duly approved by the Accountant-General, Punjab, Simla. All those persons who have 
completed their one year’s service without break, should be granted the contributory 
provident fund privilege 


13. Share in Management and Co-ordination Comniittee.—The Union demanded 
that the workers should be given share in the manegement as per policy of the Central 
Government. But this has not been accepted by the Punjab Government. This is 
quite against the declared policy of our National Government and the National 
Pool for achieving Socialist Pattern of Society. It is, therefore, requested that workers 
should be given share in the management on trial basis in the beginning and a co- 
ordination committee may please be declared on all levels including the President 
and General Secretary of the Union. The Committee should hold meetings with the 
General Managers after every two months. Similarly acommittee should be formed 
which should meet the Provincial Transport Controller at least once ina quarter of 
a year, to discuss various matters. 


14. Family Quarters.—Arrangement of family quarters may kindly be made for 
the employees of the Punjab Roadways in every Depot, where all the facilities of 
water, light, etc., be provided.

Member should have given notice of the Privilege 
Motion. I can simply say in this regard that the hon. Member has exploited 
the procedure. There is nothing more in that. 


Secondly, so far as the observations made by Shri Prabodh Chander 
in the course of his speech yesterday are concerned I can only say that he 
is in the habit of doing so. Such matters should be discussed only on a 
substantive motion. I do not like importing such things in the debate 
under the garb of budget discussion. I have not relished the things 
referred to in the yesterday's debate. Such things hardly raise the level 
of the debate. If you do not see eye to eye with the policy or programme 
of a particular party or group, the proper course for raising discussion on 
that is to bring a substantive motion in that connection. Reference to 
such things in the debate does not reflect well either on the hon. Members 
or on me and moreover, these things are not compatible with the decorum 
and the dignity of the House. After all I cannot possibly be vigilant to 
see the propriety of each and every word uttered on the floor of the House. 
If the hon. Members want to criticise the Government they should confine 
themselves to its policy but I feel ashamed when they come to the personal 
level. They should avoid it. The level of the debate in this House is so 
high that yesterday when I met a good old man, who has been a parlia- 
mentarian and Was an ambassador also and is now leading a retired public

And the 
closeness Which ought to be between the Members and me, is completely 
lacking. There is nothing of softness which should be 8 feature of the 
House of a Legislature. Of course, it is all stone and cement everywhere. 
I would like the hon. Minister concerned to consulit the architect after 
having listened to me so that some moderate. changes are brought about. 
After ali, I feel that there should be full utility of Rs one crore and 25 lakhs 
to be spent on this huge building. There is a sort of structure here which 
give the appearance of cells of a jail as Were utilized by us when in jail 
They are now being used as lobbies. Any where you go you appear 
to strike against stone and cement. 


I want that the non. Minister should note all these points and come 
prepared after consulting the Architect io answer the criticism by lion. 
Members of this House made during this discussion of the demand of 
Capital Project. These are not only my feelings but these of almost all the 
Members. The Minister should pay due attention to it).
